cheese, 4 pounds, macaroni and spag­ 
hetti, 14 pounds. 
This has cQst the french govern­ 
m ent an average of 40 cents a day per 
man for the men at the front not in­ 
cluding an allowance of 5 cents a day 
that is m ade to each soldier to buy 
a little “extra” for his meal. 
For clothing the army the French * 
government has used up to date in 
th© m anufacture of all the various;
